Gent leatn: 

Rt  hereby  submit  to  you,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1958. 

An  excise  tax  was  levied  on  a  total  of  7,877  motor  vehicles  in¬ 
cluding  cars,  trucks  and  trailers  with  a  valuation  of  $3,767,720.00  and 
a  total  tax  levy  of  $186,343.46. 

Total  number  of  polls  assessed  to  the  male  residents  of  the 
City  for  the  year  were  5,146.  Of  this  number  820  were  for  those  individuals 
who  having  reached  the  age  of  65  years  or  over  on  January  1,  1958  or  previous 
had  claimed  exemption  from  payment  of  poll  tax  under  Chapter  59,  Section  5, 
Clause  17A. 


The  total  assessed  valuation  of  Real  Estate  was  $30,557,465.00; 
Personal  Estate  $  1,744,599.00;  combined  Real  and  Personal  Estate  valuation 
$32,302,064.00. 

The  tax  rate  was  established  on  May  16th,  1958  and  approved  at 
$55.00  per  thousand  of  valuation.  This  remained  the  same  as  the  previous 

year. 

Taxes  levied  at  this  rate  according  to  the  total  valuation  was 
in  the  amount  of  $  1,776,614.96. 

Filed  with  the  Board  during  the  year  1958  were  the  following: 

49  Form  of  Lists  or  True  Lists;  168  Applications  for  abatement  for  over¬ 
valuation;  331  applications  for  Statutory  Exemption,  206  of  which  wwre  for 
qualified  veterans;  162  applications  for  exemption  from  Poll  Tax  by  those 
members  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces.
